A German Building Material. 
Hollow cast-iron bricks have been pat- 


ented in Germany by August Bockel, of 
Erfurt, They are of the size and shape 
of ordinary bricks, and the sides are an 
eighth of 11*1 inch thick. They are to be 
used without mortar or other binding 
material, being held together by grooves 
and 
projecting ribs fitting into one 


another on the upper and lower sides. 
There are also two circular openings in 
the top of each brick, into which prop- 
erly formed projections on the brick 
above one of them hook-shaped enter and 
give greater firmness of hold. The joints 
are made tight with a suitable paint.

WHO 
WOULD 
BE A KING? 


How Some of Europe'a Crowned Headj 


Wearily Drag Through Z.lfe. 


The recent death of the king of Portu- 


gal reminds one that the emperors and 
tings of this eanh are, taking them all 
round, a very unhealthy and unhappy 
set of people. Such a thing as a jolly 
monarch, with a good digestion, is 
scarcely to be found. The czar suffers 
horribly from his nerves, and is at times 
hvpochondriacal; the empress is as much 
tortured by nerves as her husband, and 
has long periods of intense prostration. 
The emperor of Austria is healthy enough, 
but he is a sad man, for the empress has 
been during the last ten years a martyr 
to sciatica and rheumatic fevers, and 
her mind has been affected to the extent 
of making her capricious, hysterical and 
melancholy. 


She belongs to that Wittelsbach fam- 


ily, in whose blood there is a taint of in- 
sanity, which broke out in King Louis 
of Bavaria, in the present King Otto and 
in the late Crown Prince Rudolph of 
Austria. The king of Wurtemburg, too, 
is more than half crazy, and King Milan 
of Sorvia must be added to the list of 
sovereigns whom nervosity renders well 
nigh irresponsible for their actions. In 
King Milan's case, as in the czar's and 
the sultan's, the fear of assassination haa 
been the main determining cause of 
mental disorder. 
The predecessors of 


all three were murdered, and the world 
does not hold three more wretched, night- 
mare haunted men than the czar, the 
Sultan Abdul Haimd and King Milan. 


The German emperor has some very 


distressing physical ailments. He lias 
an impotent left hand, and he suffers 
from periodical suppurations of the left 
ear, \\ hich sometimes make him frantic 
with pain and afterwards dizzy from 
sleeplessness. The king of Spain is a 
baby, but his father, Alfonso XII., 
ruined his constitution by excesses of all 
kinds and during the last year of his 
life could be kept going only by cham- 
pagne and opiates. The king of Holland 
oders another example of a ruined con- 
stitution, but the process of destruction 
took longer with him than with Alfonso, 
for lie had a stronger constitution ta 
start \s ith. Since his second marriage, 
however, the king of Holland has been 
an irritable invalid, admirably attended, 
indeed, by his young wife, but always 
ailing, suffering, grumbling, and now he 
lias sunk into dotage. The king of Italy 
suiters from a gastric derangement, 
brought on, as his doctors say, by too 
much .smoking of rank tobacco of Vir- 
ginia, and he has to diet himself with 
milk, light broth and stewed fruits. 


The queen of England and the kings 


of .Su-eden, Denmark, Roumania, Greece 
and Belgium are the only sovereigns 
who can bo said to enjoy the blessings 
of tlie sound mind in the sound body. 
Leopold of Belgium, however, is lame, 
and Xing Charles of Roumania, though 
healthy himself, lias been made very 
miieiable by the nervous malady of his 
uifV, Queen Elizabeth, who for a long 
time was haunted 
by hallucinations 


which brought, her to the verge of in- 
Kanity. Altogether, it will be seen that 
in the imperial and royal families there 
are very few persons whom—all politi- 
cal risks apart—an insurance company's 
physician would certify as hnving "first 
class lives."—Berlin Cor. New York Post. 


At Windsor Ciutlo. 


Tin1 rcileeoration uf the corridor of 


Windsor Custlo lias jiiht been completed 
at a cost of several thousand pounds. 
The work lias been constantly in prog- 
ress all the } ear except when the queen 
has been at the castle. The uew design, 
which was chosen by Princess Beatrice, 
is of sage green. In the corridor are a 
large number of splendid cabinets, many 
of which are iilled with china, one set 
of Rose Du Barri being valued at £30,- 
000. 
At the upper end of the corridor 


is a bust of Gordon, close to which is his 
pocket Bible, inclosed in crystal. Guests 
fortlie queen's dinner party invariably 
assemble in the corridor, as the oak room, 
where her majesty lunches and dines, 
opens from it, and close to the door 
hangs Professor Angeli's celebrated por- 
trait of Beacoiisfield, next to it being a 
curious portrait of George II. 


The queen'-i private apartments are in 


the immediate Mcinlty of the corridor, 
anil three drawing rooms, the white, 
the green and the red, open from it. 
The decoration of the corridor is the 
most important work of the kind that 
has been carried out in the private apart- 
ments since the grand diniug room at 
the northeast corner of the castle was 
splendidly redecorated in cream and gold, 
just before the jubilee. This room con- 
tains a magnificent carved sideboard of 
rosewood, and also a gold punch bowl 
and ladle for which George IV paid 10,- 
000 guineas.—Toronto Globe. 


Kris Kingle's Laud. 


The German Christmas has supplied 


us with tn o of our best known Christ- 
mas customs—hanging up stockings and 
attaching gifls to sprigs of pine, called 
Christmas tiees. 
From the German 


Christmas also come Santa Claus and 
Kris Kingle. The latter is a corruption 
of Christ kindlin or Christ child, of 
w bom they have the beautiful fable that 
with his own hands he places Christmas 
toys and sweetmeats in the stockings of 
good children, while those of bad ones 
recene nothing but a small birch rod, 
placed in them by oue Pelsnichol—liter- 
ally "Nicholas with the fur,1' that is, 
St. Nicholas dressed in fur. It is a rare 
sight in a German household on Christ- 
mas morning to see the expression of 
abject misery on the face of some poor 
little wight, who, having been dis- 
obedient or otherwise naughty on Christ- 
mas eve, finds only a birch rod in his 
stocking instead of bonbons and play- 
things. The dread of getting the rod 
from old Pelsnichol on Christmas keeps 
many a German child in order all the 
year.—Cor. Washington Star.

THE WILLIAMS INQUEST. 


Verdict of the Jury on the Mt. Zion 


Suicide. 


The full particulars of the sensational 


suicide of G. Davis Williams Wednesday 
morning at; the home of his brother, 
Major B. T. Williams, were given in the 
BEPOTLKUN last evening. During yes- 
terday afternoon Coroner Bendure held 
the inquest. The only witness was Major 
Williams, who testified that his son, 
Harry, had come down stairs and in- 
formed him that Uncle Davis had shot 
himself in his room. The witness im- 
mediately went to the room and found 
his brother in a dying condition, with 
a 38-calibre bullet lying near at hand. 
The following was the verdict of the jury: 


THK VERDICT. 


In the matter of the inquisition oi> tlie body of 


C.arrett Davis Williams, deceased, lield at the 
residence ot his brotlier, K. T. Williams, on the 
28Ih day of January, A. D , 1890. We the iindci- 
sinned jurors, sworn to inqure into the death ot 
(iarrett D. Williams, on oath do Ilud that he 
came to his death by a pistol wound, Inflicted by 
himself with suicidal iut«ut.

DR. MAY'S STATEMENT. 


In connection with the inquest Dr. 8. 


R. May submitted the following state- 
ment:

This is to certify that I examined G. D. Wil- 


liams and found that he died from suicide, due 
presumably from despondency following la 
grippe.

The funeral was held to-day at the 


Williams home, and was conducted by 
EBV. T. W. Pinkerton, pastor of the 
Christian church, this city. 
It was 


largely attended, many friends from 
Decatur going out on the forenoon train. 


The suicide occupied a room on the 


second floor of the Williams residence, 
and the morning of tbe tragedy two of 
his nephews were asleep in the room. 
There wao a lamp in the room turned 
down low, and upon the stand on which 
it rested was an open watch. It is learned 
to-day that during Monday morning 
Davis Williams got up and went to his 
trunk on the opposite side of the room. 
He took something out of it and returned 
to his bed. Soon after the explosion of 
the revolver was heard, which aroused 
both of the nephews. Harry jumped 
from his bed and turned up the lamp. As 
he did so he looked nt the watch to see 
that it was 0:10 o'clock, and thsn at the 
bed to find that his uncle had shot him- 
self through the head. Davis did not 
utter a word or make a sign. He was 
quickly dying and passed away soon after 
his brother reached his side. 


It is further stated tlmt during Sunday 


evening both brothers sat up late talking 
over their affaire, and what they intended 
to do on the farm this year. There was 
no word or act on the part of Davis, that 
evening, indicating Unit he contemplated 
suicide. 


The deceased was an artist in handling 


a revolver. He was an exceptionally fine 
shot, at one time breaking '2-1 matches 
out of n possible 25 at 20 paces, upon a 
wager to break '20 out of 25. 
He could 


shoot equally 
as 
well 
with either 


hand. Ut' frequently drove nails into 
plunks with the bullets from liis revolver. 


The bullet which wont through the 


bruin of the deceased was rwn at the 
coroner'sollice this morning. Ihe weapon 
used was an old army revolver which he 
had had in possession for years, which lie 
bad named, "Old Bet." The bullet was 
quite flattened on one side and was found 
on tho pillow, it seemingly having spent 
its force and rolled out where it was 
found. A small piece of bone was found 
incased in the bullet.

Winter Care of Bee*. 
I 


There is but little opportunity daring 


winter, says The American Agriculturist 
for November, to give bees attention, 
and the proper time to put them in 
shape is during the autumn months. 
Feeding should all be done before cold 
weather seta in, and they should be set- 
tled in their winter quarters before real 
winter is at hand. It often occurs that 
winter overtakes us with colonies that 
lack food. In such cases we cannot pos- 
sibly use sirup for food, as the weather 
is too cold for the bees to seal it over, 
and unsealed stores will not serve prop- 
erly for winter. 
The moisture which 


always arises from the bees in cold 
weather enters the unsealed honey and 
dilutes it, making it very unwholesome. 


Our only resort, therefore, for feeding 


in cold weather is to make candy and 
use it. This is a very good and health- 
ful food if properly made and adminis- 
tered. It is made from granulated sugar 
by melting it, adding a little water—no 
more than will thoroughly melt the 
sugar—when it is boiled a few minutes 
and poured out into cakes or slates of 
three or four pounds each. When coo) 
this becomes very hard, almost liko rock 
candy. In feeding this it is placed on 
frames just over the cluster of tees, 
where they can have access to it at all 
times. When in this position it receives 
the heat arising from the bets, and they 
remain on it all the time. It is BO hard 
that it will last them a long while. This 
candy may be given bees at intervals 
during winter, and colonies may be 
brought through in good hhape that 
would have otherwise peiished. This 01 
any other work that is necessary to do 
with bees in winter should be done on 
warm days. It will not do to moles* 
them on a cold way, but it should always 
be done on days when the bees are 
flying.
